Idaho is having difficulty resolving the 
future of its roadless lands. The protection of

troduction of Sen. James McClure’s irrespon- 
sible wilderness legislaUon for Idaho lost 
' year. The bill would have protected a minute 
fraction o( Idaho’s wilderness heritage and It 
generated ah unprecedented negative • 
response from the state and the nation. 

Nearly 20,000 petition signatures were 
-gathered in support.of additional wilderness 
- protectloirimthe sta terMembersof Con g re ss - 
received more letters on the issue, overr 
whelmingly In favorof added protection, than

on any public lands issue In modem times, ex- 
, eluding the Alaska Lands Bill. 

With such a clear rejection of McClure's bill 
by concerned and informed Idahoans, Con- 
gress has seen the controversy grow and has 
- also become involved. Rep^ Jim Moody and 
Peter Koslmayer have twice Inlroduced the 
Idaho Wilderness Ac;^t advocating protection 
of 3.S million additional acres left in the state. 
In the very near future Rep. Sam Gcjdcnson is 
expected to Introduce a bill calling for the pro- 
tection of all that remains. The^nior 
—members of our congrcssioniil^elcgatlon con- 
tinue to be unresponsive to the state and the 
nation in attempting to resolve the fate of 
. Idalio’s public lands. 

Due to the failure of the Idaho.dcicgation 
lastycartopossa wlldcmcssblU; all remain- 
ing roadless lands in the state must now be 
rclnvcntoricd in the planning process and 
wilderness recommendations must be includ- 
ed In the new plans. 

The roadless areas surrounding the Wood 
~Rlver Valley, "areas like the Boulder/While 
clouds, the Pioneers, and Smokys, were for 
tho most part recommended for wilderness In 


RARE II, and conservationists arc hopeful to 
see at least the same local recommendations. 
Futhermorc, economic conditions should 
promote even greater wilderness recommen- 
dations. The uneconomic, and impractical 
nature of Idaho logging in National Forests 
has shown the decline of the Umber industry 
In the state, os economic Umber harvest shifts 
to Uie more temperate, and less imlon con- 
trolled, southeast. 

The Government Accounting Office htis 
reported that below-cost Umber sales In the 
Rocky Mountains in 1981 and 1^ have cost 
laxpoyers$lS6 million. ManyNaUonal 
Forests in the mountain slates return only 3 or 
4 cents on every dollar the Forest Service 
spends to build roads and process the sales. 
National Forests in Idaho consistently hold 
Umber sales that cost far more to complete ' 
than is ever generated in revenue. 

The problems of a subsidized Umber, 
harvest are complex, but the point Is clear. 
Where all subsidies may hot te bad, U is 
ridiculous to subsidize thedestruction of a na- 
tional forest that Is far more valuable in a wild 
unroaded state. 

In the Sawtooth National Forest klohe there 
are 1.1 million acres of unroaded land, Ihe fate 
of which hlngcs on. this new plan. These lands — 
have been adminlstrated^p^de-factO' 
wilderness” for many jliSar^nd include the 
headwaters of the Salmon. South Fork of the 


Boise, and LitUe and Big Wood Rivers. Even 
in our area with Us high quality unroaded 
lands, there are only two large unroaded 
drainages remaining: The upper LitUe Wood 
in the Pioneers and Big Smoky Creek In Uie 
Smokys. 

The US Census Bureau predicts Idaho’s 
population to grow 60 percent in the next 15 
years, making the state the seventh fastest 
.^rowing In tho nation. The demands on wild 
lands, particularly near our resort based . 
community, will surely increase with on equal 
or grcatcrproportlon. Wilderness, with a cap- 
ital w, is insurance that Idaho will continue to 
be the place we know it, with its unparalleled 
outdoor recreation. 

Wilderness based recreation is a significant 
Income for Idaho. Tourism employs some 
29,000 people and serves over four million 
visitors annually. In 1982, 50,000 people were 
shown the joys of Idaho by our professional 
guides and outfitters, and drew over $35 
million into the state. These sUiUsUcs are 
growing exponentially. 

Irresponsible forest management could 
ruin it all. A study by the Idaho Department of 
Fi^ and Game has shown that logging can 
reduce elk herds by 70 percent. Siltatlon caus- 

-cd by-road construction in National Forests 

threatens to destroy the onadromous fish 
populations. 

. What do conservationists want? The Wood 


River Wilderness Coalition, an acUve 
organization of local conservationists and 
sportsmen, has been working on a steadfast 
- course since the introducUon of the short- 
sighted McClure bill to ensure that Id^o’s 
wild lands are not squandered. 

Concern for Idaho’s heritage Is not a 
political question but rather a ctdtural one. 
Those that want to see a significant change in 
Idaho, those that want to see Idaho's roa^ess 
lands developed, are the radical side of the 
debate. Conservationists want to keep Idaho 
os it is today, a part of what America was and 
the best place to live in thecountry. 

Advocating the passage of a rational 
wilderness bill In Congress Is the long-range 
goal. In the meantime, those concerned with 
Idaho’s future must hdp (he Forest Service 
determine (he prudent management program 
for our roadless lands. The Forest Service has ' 
a responsibility to the public to administrate 
public lands for the benefit of the public. The 
public has made its wishes quite dear and the 
public is going to make sure Id^’s

Gifted program 
averts boredom;

''TWIN FALLS — Gifts and talents- 
are something every child has, par- 
ticularly in the eyes of his parents. 
But Richard’s talents were the riglil 
oncs-tb gel him Into the 'Twin Falls 
School district’s gifted and talented 
students program. 

At 16, Richard Hundhausen Is a 
professional computer ~program- 
mer, setting up agricultural pro- 
grams for a local businessman on a 
contract basis. Most of his early ex- 
posure to computers was part of his 
coursework In the gifted students 
program, in which he was enrolled 
from third grade tlirough high 
school. 

There arc 69 such students who 
arc enrolled in the program’s . 
'.special "enrichment" courses out of 
a total district enrollment of about 
6,500 students. 

in the third grade, students like 
Richard arc given a test to see if 
tlicy qualify for the program; “H 
was ail ‘thinking ’em out’ sort of 
questions, circumstances and soiu- 
tfons," he says, proceeding to 


describe in. detail one of the ques-' 
lions he answered about eight years 
ago. • ■ 

Tiavlng passed the test, the next 
step was for the student to choose . 
mini-courses from a huge menu. "It 
was kind of like being In a candy 
Store," he says. 'There were words 
lie didn’t know, like numismatics 
(coin and currency collecting) and 
there was the enticing “Introductlcm 
to Electronics." 

For Richard, the program offered 
an hour a day when he could work on 
elective two-week courses taught.by 
one of the three "facilitators" the 
district employs, to work with ex- 
tra-smart kids. 

Courses ranged from a library 
scavenger hunt, to dissecting frogs, 
to architecture, German, and pin- 
hole photography. 

. A course like chemistry had more 
Interesting labs than the standard 
chemistry. Richard and hls bright 
.peers experimented with bubbling 
solutions and hissing gases, "stuff 
■ that would moke a fifth grader go 
insane,” he says. 

And while Richard says he was

' Twin Falls Counly recently contracted with a 
new insurance company to provide two of these 
special policies - b^use Us former canicr, 
Home of New.Yoilc, will no longer provide 
covet;age after April 1, said Dan Obcnchaln of 
Twin'Falls, the county’s Insurance agent. 

Oqe policy covered the Jail and county law en- 
■forc emeht of ficers llke'^the sheriff, prosecuto r 
‘ ^"d their staffs. T 

— The-othorVollcyi^surcd-c^untyofficlals who 
mighbbe sued as a rcsult.of any action taken on 
behalfofthecounty. . . ‘ 

Such claims are not unusual. In the past year, 
the'Board of County Commissioners and sheriff 
. were sued by a handicapped rnon who was a 
-.^former Inmate of the county jail. The. caserwas 
settled out of court with the insurance company 


paying part of thcsetUcmcnl. 

Under law, elected officials can be sued in- 
dividually. Without Insurance, people could 
“come after my home," Commissioner Judy 
Felton said, if that were the ca%,; few people 
would seek public office. . '■ ■ - 

The insurance company’s decision to drop the 
. policies had nothing to do with Twin Falls (boun- 
ty, Obcnchaln explained. The reason was more

PAUL — After 15 years of delays, Itailan-bom 
Roma Bortotto McBride of Paul finally became 
an American citizen this month. 

It was Indeed a q>eclal day, taking Into con- 
sideration two frustrated attempts to apply for 
citizenship, as well as one delay after the other 
because of moves. ' 

Converting from Catholicism to Mormonism 
as a teen-ager. Roma said while she .was in 
-Swltzerland-on-a-mlsslon for the LJS-Ctiurch,- - 
fdlow missionaries told her that In America she 
could work and go to school.. 

"That faylnaled me, since only the wealthy 
could afford college in Italy. So I saved my 
money and came over to attend Brigham Young 
University; tour the Slates and then my plans, 
weretogobackhome. -. 

"I met my husband, however, and I'm still 
touring the Stales,” shesays laughingly. 

. Hpr husband, Marvin, and their two children, 
William. 16, and Joyce. 14. were on hand in Boise 
as Ro'ma received her citizenship- In- what siie 
describ^ as an "unrushed and dignified cere- ' 
mony.” She says 29 immi^onts received Uielr 
citizenship when she did and that 12 countries 
were represented. '• 

Roma first applied for citizenship 15 years ago 
after fulfilling the legal residency requirement 
-Qf-five-years,-Sha-says-she^was-hRnrthrDkcn.-. 
when told that because she was In the country on 
a studrat visa she wasn't eligible. 

"Then I had to start over again with the 
waiting,” she says, adding, however, that she 
learnt she only had to be a resident for three 


years instead of five as she had married on 
American citizen. 

But after the three-year wait, she says the 
immigration service told her they had lost her 
application and she must start over again.- 

.Roma, who speaks with a saucy Italian accent, 
says getting her citizenship Is the beginning, not 
the end, adding that she Intends to take her new 
responsibilltlesserlously.

A retired farmer, Clemons Is ac- 
tive' in the Masonic Lodge and its 
many auxlllary.'organlzatlons, hav- 
ing held many, state offices. He’s 
been, vsroreta^ of Lincoln Blue 
Lodge No. 59 for the past 10 years, 
secretary of the Royal Arch Masons 
and a grand, officer of Knights 
Templar, to name a few. 

Clemons, 77, still serves os 
treasurer of the Gooding Rotary 
aub, a post he’s held for the past 17 
years.

Farming in high-tech style 

Last two years have been most profitable for Oregon farmer

'TWIN FALLS — Many Matfc 
Valley sugar beet and potato farmers 
may have to switch p^tlcldes or to 
change pest control strategies this 
spring because of a . shortage of 
Tcmlk, which contains a chemi^ 
that killed or Injured thousands of 
people In ' Bhopal, India, In a 
December accident. 

Union Carbide Corp. Is trying to 
resume production of methyl Iso- 
cyanate, a prime Ingredient In Temlk, 
at its West Virginia chemicals plant 
after a long safety shutdown by gov- 
ernment officials, a spokesman said 
last week. The MIC made in West 
Virginia is mixed with other chemi- 
cals to.fdrm' Temlk at a factory In 
. Georgia. 

"We’re hoping on the optimistic 
side to have Temlk In Idaho by the 
middle of April," said Kermett 
Adams, Northwest district sales 
manager for Union ^Carbide 
Agricultural Products Co. > 

Yet deliveries by then are not cer- 
tain, he said. In the meant!me,'6up- 
pll^of Temlk are very short. Many 
Magic Volley agricultural chemicals 
dealers arc out. 


Farmers value Temlk as a long- 
lasting pesticide for controlling root 
maggots that , attack sugar beets, 
potato pests such as Colorado potato 
beetles and .aphids and nematodes 
that affeenVariety of q^. Temlk 
also Is usMln other parts of ttie coun- 
try to .protect cotton, soybean, tobac- 
co and peanut crops. 

Union Carbide has been shifting 
supplies from other regions of the 
country into areas where plainllng is 
Imminent, Adams said. But su{q)Ues 
still are thin and dealers' supplies are 
being rationed.

IRRIGON, Ore. — Frank Lamb docs not fit the 
. stereotypeof thegentleman former. 

With his master’s degree In business and 
dedication to detailed records and cost analysis, 
he’s 'more comfortable b: front of a computer 
screen than at the wheel of a tractor. 

But the high-tech operation he oversees on 
what once was useless, sagebrush-covered land 
near IrrigoA In northeastern Oregon could pro- 
, vide a glimpse of the future of the troubled farm- 
ing Industry. 

“We’ve done relatively well," the 45-year-old 
Lamb says of his Eastern Oregon Farming Co., 
which began operating in 1971 and now produces 
polotoes, wheat and^falftf'dfnziOOOTrcrcs:— — 

"Over the years we’ve been in operation, we 
haven't made a lot of profit," he sald."Bul we 
have paid all Qf our bills and kept up with our 
mortgage payment, and many of our neighbors 
haven'tbe^abletodolhal." .. 

"Ttie last two years have been the most pro- 
fitable we hove seen," he said, "and it’s at a time 
when the farming economy nationwide Is on Its 
waydown." 

Lamb did not start at the bottom. Hls father 
was a co-founder of Lamb-Weston, one of the 
state’s major farming operations, and is a 
stockholder In Lamb’s farm, as are other family- 
members. 

At first. Lamb’s Interest In business led him 
away from farming. After gro'^ng up. In 
MlUon-Preewater, he picked up a degree In 
. economics at nearby Whitman College- and a 


master's degree In business from Columbia Uni- 
versity. 

He worked for Standard Oil of New Jersey, for 
Lamb-Weston and as a financial consultant be- 
fore he and a partner decided in 1971 to give 
farming a try. 

They rented land and grew several fields of 
potatoes, "-cvaluallng the posslbllllics of buying 
our own farm," Lamb Sold. "We liked what we 
saw." 

In 1973, they bought 12,000 acres of 
undevelop^ desert land from Shell Oil Co. The 
land, miles from the Columbia River, had 
been useless for farming because of the high cost 
of Irrigation. 

But Improved technology changed that, and 
the area is covered with the circular fields char- 
acteristic of (he automatic Irrigation systems 
used to (urn arid land Into lush fields, mostly of 
potatoes. 

Lamb, who later bought out hls partner’s In- 
terest In the operation, surrounded himself wlUi 
people who knew the (arming business. 

"Mine Is a business education and a business 
background," he salcj. "I’ve been extremely 
lucky to have very, very good people working for 
me." 

He started on Incentive program in which each 
of the fields on the farm has, a yield goal. When 
the harvest ckcceds that goal, each worker gels 
an extra $5 In their paycheck. Such on incentive . 
make^t likely that workers will take extra steps 
' tomaxlmlzetheharvest^Lambsaid. 

Although most of the equipment Is old, Lamb 
said, his company places on emphasis on mak- 
ing It look and run like' new. . . 


"If a person Is using a piece of equipment they 
can feet pr^ of, they’ll do a. belter Job,*' Lamb 
said. 

He also sold the work structure Is arranged so 
the core of GO farm workers have Jobs year- 
round. 

On the technological side, Lamb Is "heavily 
involved in computers" (or record-keeping and 
mainlainlhg other statistics to use in crop plann- 
ing. 

The company also has plans this year to install 
computers to control the farm’s Irrigation 
system. 

"We’re ^tng to do a lot of testlng'ohd feel con- 
fident with it before we trust it," he said. 

Lamb’s Interest In technology has spilled over 
to hls Hermistm home, where he has started a 
busines In hls basement using satellite photos of 
northeastern Oregon potato fields. 

The infrared photos, purchased from-thc Na- 
tional Oceanic Atmospheric Administration. . 
arc examined (b determbe (he health of each' 
field. The material will be sold to major potato- 
growers In the region. 

I,,ast year, the farm and CH2M Hill Inc. 
relived the national Iirlgallon Association’s 
Water and Conservation Award for a money- 
saving Irrigation system. . 

CH2M Hill engineers In 1981 developed a com- 
puter model for the system, and the. newly ; 
designed scheme more than paid (or Itself In the 
first year of operation, when Lamb saved 
COO.OOO In electricity. 

"It’s Just like buying a fuel-efficient car," 
Lamb said. "ItwoSleaming how to drive without 
having the gas pedal on the floor."

Five students got 
$18,000 in bribe case 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) - Five 
Tulane University basketbajjl players 
were paid a total of about ^8,000 for 
alleg^y shaving points In two Green 
Wave games last month; a newspaper 
said Saturday. ’ 

The Timcs-Plcayune, The States- 
Itcm, quoting unidentified sources 
close to the investigation, said pro- 
secutors were told about the alleged 
payoffs on Friday. 

The story follows the arrest and 
booking of a sixth Tulane student and 
a 48-year-old convicted bookmaker. 
So far. seven people have been, ar- 
rested and booked in the case, three of 
them Green Wave players. 

The newspaper said prosecutors 
were old that five players allegedly 
received about $1,000 each for shav- 
ing points in a Feb. 2 victory oyer 
Southern Mississippi and about $2,500 
each for holding down the score In a 
Feb. 20 lo^ to fifth-ranked Memphis 
Slate. '• 

District Attorney Horry Connick 
has said that so far only those two 
games, both Metro Conference mat- 
ches, are being investigated. 

Tulane was a lOVi-polnt favorite 
over Southern Mississippi. Memphis 
State opened os a five-point favorite 
and went to points. 

The newspafwr also said that, ac- 
cording to Its sources, prosecutors 
are lookln Into a trip to Las Vegas, 
Nev., by at least one ofthe arrested 
students. They arc trying to dele^ 
mine whether large bets were made 
at the time of the games. 

The newspaper's sources said the 
arrested biMkmakcr, Roland Ruiz, 
allegedly paid five players an un- 
disclosed amount of money to hold 
down^e number of points played in 
the Memphis State game. 

. Ruiz, ^ose record included a fed- 
eral conviction In connection with 
counterfeiting and a series of state 
convictions for gambling, was booked 
Friday on five counts of sports 
bribery and one count of conspiracy. 

Also on Friday. David “Budda” 
Rolhenberg, a 22-year-oId student 
from Wilton, Conn., was booked on 
one count of conspiracy to commit 
sporlsbribery. 

Connlck's office said more anests 
are possible as the investigation 
enters its second week. 

Ruiz’s arrest, meanwhile, was the 
first off campiis and appeared to In- 
dicate the investigation was widen- 
ing. 

Involved arc accusations that team 


members shaved points — helped the 
team win by a lower mar^n or lose by 
a greater margin than the established 
betting line on the game. Gambling on 
college ^rts is Illegal in Louisiana. 

Maximum penalty for violation of 
Louisiana’s sports bribery law is five 
years in jail and a $10, (XX) fine. 

The ^and Jury investigating the 
case did not meet Friday, but was ex- 
pected to resume deliberations next 
Thursday. 

The three team members arrested 
last week arc senior star John 
Williams, 23, of Sorrento, La., a 6- 
foot-10 all-conference center; 
sophomore swlngman David Domini- 
que of New Iberia, La.; and senior 
guard Bobby Thompson of New 
Orleans. 

All three were booked for gambling 
law violations and were freed without 
bond. 

The newspaper’s sources said 
Thompson told Connlck's -in- 
vestigators that he made.an agree-

“The materialism pla^ on many 
weddings shows a' false sense of 
values,” he says.

in love." 

He cited one bride who replied she 
was marrying because of “he’s tee 
neatest guy with a blue, four-wheel 
drive plckiq).’’ She was dead serious, 
the minister added. 

Holding the ceremony' at home. Is 
also an alternative to an* expensive 


ceremony, KesUersays, especially if - 
refreshments arc confined to' cake ' 
and punch.

Corisultant takes over for busy brides

. Tradition dictates that the bride 
' and ber mother plan the details of the. 
y^dlng. ' 

But new situations and attitudes 
- have' baved the way for a new ^pe of 
bridal servlee — the bridal consultant 
who helps plan thewedding-or-wbo- 
may even take over most of the re- 
spbnslbUlfy for theevent. 

.When 'an elaborate wedding has 

been jdahned.or vdien both.bride and 

her.mother are busy ^th- full-time 
jobs or wheiTUie Dride.Iives in one cl* 
but will be married in another, a* 
Ssnsoltant may be called In to turn a 
. logistics nightmare into- a; 
-■ : mana^bletask. 

Consultants provide a variety of 
services from fitting the wedding 
dress.to planning the entlre weddlng. 
Though historically they have been 
linked with elite weddings, today's In- 
creasing number of working women 
and ^>eda] situations have led to a 
.^ridealng of their pt^ularlty, accor- 
ding to Gerard Monaghan, president 
of the Association of Bridal Consul-* 
tants, a trade group in New Milford. 
'Conn. 

Mary C. >Weaver, a consultant'In 
Avon, Conn. , for the past seven years, 
summarized typical services of con- 
sultants. Most Important Is providing 
Informed advice to the bride and her 
parents to help them get the wedding 
they want for the budget they have 
set. , 

Besides giving advice, a consultant 
• may arrange for selection of the' 
reception hall, church, flowers, 
caterer, music, photographer, and 
other needed services aqd items. .The 


consultant may help the bride choose 
InvKa.ttons and stationery. Organize 
r^ear^.and wedding, help chose 
wedding attire, set up pre-wedding 
parties and festivities, arrange for 
places . for out-of-town guests. and 
weddlng^imriy to stay and even help ' 
advise on honeymoon destination and 
trousseau wardrobe. ; 


Since the service Is a personal one, 
the spedflcs depend a ^eat deal on 
the kind of help that Is desired. Those 
exp^ehced In.the field say. a feeling 
of rappb'ri and trust between consul- 
tant and bride Is essential. 

Consultants charge for their ser- 
vices In several-ways. In-some in* 
■stances there is no charge to the bride 
since the consultant earns a fee based 
on commission fropi suppliers. 
.Others figure their fee as a percen- 
tage of the total wedding budget — 
normally 10 to 15 percent, according 
to Monaghan. 

Another arrangement is for the 
consultant to charge a flat fee for an 
initial consultation and then a percen- 
tage of the wedding cost. If the f6c is 
to be based on time spent, It Is wise to 
ask for an estimate based on similar 
weddings. It is both acceptable and 
wise to ask for references fro;n the 
consultant and to call former clients. 


Today’s increasing 
number of working 
wonien and special 
situations have led to - 
a widening of 
consultants’ popularity: 


to check on the references. 
Consultants say their roles are, as 


varied as the brides th ey serve. M ary 
H. Wood, of ArdmoreT 'Qkla.,' con- 


siders one of her main functions to act 
as a go-between bride and mother. 
"They need someone to vent their 
frustrations and nervousness on,” she 
says. 

' Hope Warner, of Ann Arbor,' Mich., 
who coordinates two to thrre wed- 
dings a year, also offers assistance to 
another 30 brides ^ch year. She has 
found that the key requirement Is to 
help the bride establish a budget, to 
make certain the couple has a place 
: for the wedding and the reception and 
someone to marry them. Then some 
engage her to organize the wedding. 
Others merely ask for recommenda- 
tions on florists, bands and so on and 


then take it from there. . 

Bridal consultants do little or no 
advertising. They tend to gain clients 
on the basis of personal recommenda- 
tions. To find a professional, check 
with' department store .wedding gift 
registries, hotel banquet managers 
and friends. -You can also look in the 
y ellow p ages of th e telep hone.dlrec- 
'tory under "wecfdliig' sitopHere" ’ or 
"party plaruier” headings.

"Bride's Book of Etiquette,” by Ihe 
editors of Bride’s magazine (Perigee 
Books) or "Modem Bride’s Guide to 
Your Wedding and . Marriage" 
(Ballantine Books).

. Love may be a sweet mystery of life 
to some, but a Yale psydiolo^st and 
his colleagues believe it can and 
should be studied and understood. 

“With a national divorce rate ap- 
proaching SO percent and actually ex- 
ceeding this figure In some locales,” 
^ Yale’s Robert J. Sternberg wrote in 
the April issue of Sclenc^lgcst, “it 
Is more important than ever that we 
understand what love Is, what leads to 
its malntentflire and what leads to Its 
demise," 

' Sternberg's research^ centered 
around response to two tests. One, 

■ designed by George Levlngcr and col- 
leagues at the University of 
Massachusetts, measures the extent^ 
> to which particular feelings and ac- 
tions characterize a relationship. 

; Hie other “love scale,” devised by 
• Brandels University p^chologlst 
Zfck Rubin, measures three'aspeCts 
of a love relationship ~ need for 
another person, predl^iositlon to help 
another, and exclusiveness and ab- 
sorbtlon In the relationship. 

The components of love revealed by 
the love test , questionnaires Include 
promoting the loved one's welfare, 
experiencing happiness with that 
-son, -high regard for the pereon, 
depend&llUy in time of need, mutual 
understanding, sharing, receiving 
and '0vlng emotional support, in- 
tlmate communication and valuing 
the loved one in one's own life. 
rThe scientists found, love was a 
comblnptionof emotions, not a single 
emotion, and that its nature was 
similar from one ^atlonshlp to 
'another. The same components go in- 
to'ttUi love of 'a lover and, say, a fa- 
. ther; .'?rV‘!.' . 


The amount of love people feel In 
different close relationships may 
vary widely, with slight differences 
between men and women. 

Men were found to love their lover 
most and Iholr sibling closest In age 
the lepst. Their best friend of the 
same sex ranked second to their 
lovers. Mother and father were In the 
middle of the list, wiUi no marked 
preference for cither parent. 

Women loved their lover and same 
. sex best friend about equally, and like 
men loved their sibling closest In age 
least. Parents again were In the mid- 
dle of the list, with a tendency to 
prefer the mother. 

The love studies suggest there are 
two important aspects'of satisfaction 
with a love relationship. One Is that 
the more two people love each other, 
the more satisfaction they enjoy. 

The second concerns ideals. The 
closer a lover matches a person's 
ideal of 'a lover, the more satisfaction. 
Unrealistically high ideals can cause 
dissatisfaction and ruin romance. 

The study found that perhaps the 
most Important variable In the suc- 
cess of a romance was the correlation 
between how a person would Ideally 
like his partner to feel toward him 
and how that person perceives his 
partner really docs feel toward him. 

The final and most Important factor 
was liking. Sternberg said Rubin 
devised a liking scale that was even 
better at predicting satisfaction In 
romantic, relationships than the love 
tests. 

“Thus," Sternberg' wrote In Science 
Digest, '“no matter how much a per- 
son loves his partner, the relationship 
Is not likely to work out unless hellkes 
her as well." • -
